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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 1 21 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which 
are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 . 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1 .499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to 
elect a single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

Group 1 , claim(s) 1-5, drawn to a method for sealing members. 

Group s, claim(s) 6-8, drawn to an apparatus for sealing members. 

2. The groups of inventions listed above do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: 

Klein (DE 3813570) teaches an apparatus for sealing plastic coated board 
(where board is interpreted as any material comprising a board) members comprising 
joining of the members along a sealing line by melting the plastic of at least one 
member with a laser beam (figures 1, 3, and 4, item 4), the plastic coating adhering the 
members to each other when solidified (figure 4, item 29), characterized in that the 
members to be sealed are gripped adjacent the sealing line in order to retain the 
members in position during the sealing (figures 1, 3, and 4, item 7) and in that the 
sealing is performed by means of a sealing means which moves along the sealing line 
and presses the members apart in order to keep the seal point open (figure 1 , item 6), 
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directs a laser beam to the open seal point for melting the plastic (figure 1 , item 1 1 ) and 
finally presses the members against each other for closing the seal (figure 4, item 29, 
20'). Since the special technical feature has been previously disclose by Klein, unity 
between the inventions is lacking and restriction is deemed proper. 

3. A telephone call was made to Attorney Konno on 7/26/201 0 to request an oral 
election to the above restriction requirement, but did not result in an election being 
made. 

Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must 
include (i) an election of a species or invention to be examined even though the 
requirement may be traversed (37 CFR 1 .143) and (ii) identification of the claims 
encompassing the elected invention. 

The election of an invention or species may be made with or without traverse. To 
preserve a right to petition, the election must be made with traverse.
